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Frost opposes 
discount store

“This is not the time to advise 
the university bookstore to go into 
discount operations,” Vice-Prin- 
cipal Stanley Frost told Senate 
yesterday. 

According to Frost, rising 
salaries and other costs would 
cause a discount bookstore at 
McGill to “almost certainly” 
operate at a loss. “A discount 
bookstore would have only a ‘20 
per cent margin in which to 
operate, but this would be reduced 
to zero by the present rate of 
inflation,” he said. 

Frost said that since the 
administration takeover of the 
bookstore, losses have diminished 
greatly. “In the academic year 
1968-1969, the bookstore lost more 
than $38,000 while so far this year 
it has lost only $5,000,” he said. 

One Senate member stated that 
the Macdonald College bookstore 
made more than $13,000 profit last 
year—but not at discount prices, 


."That will have-to be changed 


when they move downtown,” said 
Frost, with a smile.

Frost said yesterday that the 
university bookstore committee, 
set up by Senate to report on the 
feasibility of creating a discount 
university bookstore at McGill, is 
still preparing its report. The 
report is already several months 
overdue, 

Degrees 

Senate aproved a motion yes- 
terday to grant degrees, when 
necessary, at a time other than the 
two degree-granting meetings 
ceremonies. This'motion provides 
for special cases where students 
after fulfilling requirements for a 
degree, will be able to obtain the 
degree without waiting for the 
official degree-granting meetings. 

This will help some students 
who may need their degrees 
immediately to take professional 
programs, like the bar preparation 
program, or, for other reasons. 

John Durnford, chairman of the 
steering committee of Senate 
emphasized, however, that the 
number of candidates for this 
special degree-granting will be 
highly restricted.

Ze'ev Ionis, a member of the 
McGill Student Movement (MSM), 
has been suspended and placed on 
probation for the remainder of the 
academic year by the Senate 
committee on student discipline. 

The committee’s ruling was 
ratified by the Senate yesterday 
following almost two hours of 
intense deliberations in closed 
session. The ratification means 
Ionis cannot appeal his suspension 
and that the committee's decision 
is final. 

According to a confidential 
report presented to members of 
Senate by the Senate committee 
on student discipline,, Ionis was 
suspended for “inciting assault and 
battery in the University Centre 
on November 22, 1973," and for 
“violating the academic suspension 
imposed by the committee” dir- 
ectly after the incident. 

The committee based its find- 
ings on investigations it made into 
the facts, opinion, and events 
surrounding the November 22 
incident. Throughout the investig- 
ation, Ionis contested the author- 
ity of the committee to govern or 
discipline him or any other 
member of the student body. 

During yesterday's Senate 
meeting, Ionis was permitted to 
present his case before Senate 
members in a confidential session, 
but was not allowed to remain in 
the room while the members made 
their decision. 

Before the Senate meeting, 
several members of the MSM, 
including lJIonis, picketed the 
Leacock Building. They denounced 
the McGill Administration for 
allegedly trying to suppress the 
MSM by attacking individual 
members of the movement. They 
accused the Senate and its 
committee on student discipline of 
arbitrarily concocting. charges 
against Jonis and two other 
members of the MSM. 


The charges were made, they | 


said, to “defend and protect the 
interests of the Canadian mono- 
poly capitalists, which McGill 
represents,” 

The MSM members also circu- 
lated a special issue of their 
“Marxist-Leninist” Daily at the 
picket, documenting the events 
leading up to Ionis’ suspension, 

Ionis, ‘aside from being on 
probation and suspension from the 
university, is also under academic 


Richard Farley, director of 
libraries at McGill, has re- 
signed, Farley's resignation 
was announced by Principal 
Bell during yesterday's Sen- 
ate meeting. 

In a letter to Bell, Farley 
said he was quitting his job to 
take up-the position of head 
librarian of three prominent 
libraries in Washington D.C. 
The resignation becomes ef- 
fective June 15.

Rally backs 
aircraft

“We work to live, we don't only 
live to work,” said Denis Cazailles, 


_ a striking worker speaking at the 


solidarity rally held on Wed- 
nesday night for the striking 
workers of United Aircraft. 

The rally was attended by 
approximately 3,000 supporters 
from various unions and political 
groups, including members of the 
Workers’ Support Committee — 
McGill. 

United Aircraft, a eue Amer- 
ican multi-national corporation 
with subsidiaries in 32 countries, 
produces engines and instruments 
for the entire aerospace industry. 
Robert Dean, president of the 
Autoworkers Union, of which the 
striking local 510 of the Aircraft 
Workers Union is a part, said that 
the workers in United Aircraft 
factories are being subjected to 
double exploitation. 

According to Dean, the corpora- 
tion has received a $70 million 


subsidy from the Canadian gov- 


ernment to build its factories in 
Canada. Thus, the workers are 
being forced to subsidize the 
corporation through public money, 
he said. Also, the éorporation has 
received the support of police and 
court injunctions in its attempts to 
suppress the efforts of the 


workers 


workers of Local 510 to obtain a 
fair contract this year. 

Negotiations for a new contract 
began on September 21, 1973, and 
broke down completely by De- 
cember. As a result, the workers 
voted to go on strike January 4. 

The union's basic contract 
demands are: union security (they 
would no longer need to go 
through the process of forming a 
union each time a new contract is 
signed); regular wage increases 
based on the cost of living index; 
voluntary overtime (presently any 
worker can be required to work 
12-15 hours per day); a Monday to 
Friday work week with Saturday 
and Sunday as overtime days; and 
a closed shop. 

The solidarity rally, held to 
demonstrate union support for the 
struggle of local 510, was endorsed 
by over 40 unions, school commis- 
sions, the NDP and Parti 
Québecois. Speakers Yves Char- 
bonneau, president of CEQ, 
Marcel Pepin, President of CSN; 
Fernand Daoust, secretary gene- 
ral of FTQ and Rene Levesque, 
Parti Québecois leader, all em- 
phasized the difficulty of a fight 
against a large foreign corpora- 
tion, and each urged the workers 
not to give in until a fair 


settlement is reached.

McGill students. thinking of 
future course programs should 
* take into account the fact that they 
can take up to 40% of their courses 
at other »Quebec universities, 
under.a credit transfer agreement 

ratified six years ago. 

This plan allows a student to get 
credit for specialized courses not 
offered at McGill, and which are 
part of the student's academic 
area. : 

Right now there are about 60 
graduate and undergraduate stu- 

_dents-from McGill taking courses 
‘at other. universities, says 
assistant registrar Jean Beau- 
champ. About twice that many are 
attending McGill from other 

~~ schools. 


The bulk of the transfers are 


from Universite de Montreal, Sir ~ 
George Williams, and Universite _ 


du Quebec a Montreal. 
The agreement works like this. 
If a student wishes to take a 
course at another university, he 
has only to get permission from 
the dean of his faculty to register 
for that course. If his registration 
is accepted, the student will 
receive from the ‘director of 


finance a letter accepting McGill's 


obligation to make a fee transfer. 

In past years, says Beauchamp, 
students were not required to pay 
for.differences in fees between the 
two universities. The student paid 
his normal fees upon ‘registration 
to his own school, and his school 


eGill students 


would then handle the transfer 
payment. ; 

Next year, nowever, McGill will 
revise its fee structure, setting 
tuition at $19 per credit taken. 
This means that McGill student 
may have to pay for any 
differences in course fees next 
year, says Beauchamp, “but we 
still have things to work out in 
respect of that.” © 

“The students who take advan- 


' tage of this opportunity come from . 


every faculty”, says Beauchamp, 
“with fairly equal representation 
among them.”

The Skiroule snowmobile factory closes 
its doors and 350 workers lose their jobs. 
The Ski-Doo factory in Valcourt lays off 400 


ee people for a month. Bombardier closes a 


distribution centre in Montreal and sells a 
subsidiary. Production decreases every- 
where, as Quebec's “home-grown” snow- 
_mobile industry goes into a disastrous 
slump. Wiy? 


Why is the snowmobile industry in a 
state of crisis when more and more people 
own snowmobiles? Why does the snowmo- 
bile industry have problems | when - it 
represents 10 per cent of all Quebec's 


_ exports, holding down second place in 


Quebec as an exporting industry? 
The main reason is that the snowmobile 


industry went through a typical capitalist | 


development — chaotic and disorganized. 
The industry is a jungle. And in this jungle, 
the workers. are the victims. The 
development of this industry, its crises, its 


concentration, and its difficulties are a 


microcosm of. the development of the 
present_economic system, and a_ perfect 
example of how monopolies are built. 


In the beginning there was Joseph 


‘ 


Armand Bombardier, the inventor of the 


‘snowmobile. He hand-produced the first 


motorized snow vehicle way back in 1936, - 


but he had:to wait for the invention of 


“smaller, lighter types of motors before he 


could produce a marketable snowmobile. In 
1959, Bombardier, holding all the patents, 
-was able to get a head srart-en potential 
competitors, grabbing a part of the market 
building installations, gaining experience. 


For the next few years the snowmobile - 


was almost exclusively a commercial 
vehicle. It had not yet been developed-in 


the massive advertising campaign that was … 


to put it up in the big league with cars and 
relrigerators as a consumer goods item. In 
1962-63 only 10,000 snowmobiles were sold 
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in the entire world, and half of them were 
manufactured by Bombardier. . 

But suddenly ‘production took off, 
doubling every year until 1969, when 
445,000 snowmobiles were produced. 
Profits also shot up: from $2 million in net 
profits in 1964, Bombardier was making 
$16.8 million in 1969. 

_Normally, capitalists are very happy to 
make between $10 and $15 on every $100 
invested. But in 1969, Bombardier was 
making $42.90 on every $100. : 

Meanwhile other companies were jump- 
ing on the bandwagon. The _ bigger 
companies increased production rapidly, 
while miniscule - fly-by-night operations 
bred like locusts. In 1962 there had only 
been three snowmobile manufacturers in 
Quebec. In 1969 there were more than 100. 
For the specujators and capitalists it was 
another--Klondike, a nineteenth century 
“boom”! They cut:each others’ throats in a 
mad scramble for a piece of the action. 
Misleading and downright dishonest adver- 
tising was common, while quality of 
workmanship and materials was thrown 
overboard in the name of. increased 
production and increased profits. - 

_Factories produced snowmobiles and sold 
them for less than cost to grab a share of 
the market. A year later, after. pocketing 
the profits, the entrepreneurs declared 
bankruptcy, leaving their workers without 
jobs or back pay and their customers - 
without replacement parts for machines 
that soon became useless. 

The cut-rate prices of the fly-by-night 
operators forced the more “legitimate” 
enterprises to reduce their prices. One of 
the ways of doing this was to produce more 
in order-to reduce the average cost of 
production and gain a bigger piece of the 
market. But to increase production, Quebec 
capitalists needed money to expand their. 
factories, to buy new machines and more 
raw materials, and to raise salaries. To get 
this money, many of them sold controlling: 
interests in their “companies to big 
American corporations with lots of ready 
cash, 

The really big Quebec companies, like 
Bombardier and Artic Enterprises, did not 
want to lose control, so they became “public 
companies,” selling millions of dollars in 
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… The snowmobile 
= industry — 


shares between 1969 and 1971. 

The money from the sale of these shares 
helped Bombardier to set out on the path to 
corporate monopoly, through “vertical 
integration.” By controlling all the 
manufacturing processes which contributed _ 
to making its product, Bombardier could 
cut costs, It bought’ Rotax, an Austrian 
factory producing motors for the Ski-Doo; 
Lasalle Plastics, which molds the plastic 


‘snowmobile bodies; Jarry Precision, which | 


makes transmissions; Drummond, Automa- 
tic Plating, which chrome-plates the shock 
absorbers; and several other companies. By 
1971, 85 per cent of a Ski-Doo’s component 
parts came from a Bombardier-controlled 


* 


“factory. 


To complete its integration, Bombardier. 
set up its own distributorships in Quebec, 
Canada, the United States and Europe. 
But while they were expanding, 
Bombardier. and the other big producers 
were heading for an inevitable saturation 
point. In their mad chase after profits, they 
overproduced. In 1969-70 there were 
already 70,000 to 80,000 unsold snowmob- , 
iles in stock. In the next year these figures: 
doubled, and in 1971-72, nearly 40 per cent 
of the.total production remained unsold: 


The overproduction crisis produced two 
trends elimination of the: small 
manufacturers, and’ even greater concen- 
tration for the big ones. Between 1970 and 
1972, 40.Canadian snowmobile manufactu- 
rers (almost half) went out of business. 
Government subsidies in a number of cases 
only prolonged the death agony. 

But the really “big losers were -the 


workers who found themselves out on the ~ 


street. By November 1971, for example, 
there were 3,000 layoffs due to temporary 
or permanent closing of ‘snowmobile 
factories, Tet 

Meanwhile, Griffen Industries bought 
three snowmobile manufacturers, and 
Bombardier swallowed Moto-Neige, its 
closest Quebec-competitor, as well as two 
important distributors. Through these 


.takeovers, Bombardier reached a produc- 


tion capacity of 220,000 units a year, and 
controlled 3,700 sales jobs: It became the 
“king” of the snowmobile industry, 
controlling 40 per cent of the whole North 
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American market, Its closest competitor, 
Artic Enterprises of Minnesota,’ controls 
only 19 per cent. Despite this continued 
elimination of the competition, and despite 
an administrative shakeup in 1971, 
Bombardier could not escape the conse- 
quences of its overproduction. Its enormous 
42.9 per cent profit of 1969 plummeted to 
0.6 per cent in 1973. 

Bombardier was not helped by a new 
Quebec law that set safety standards and 
noise regulations, after pressures from 
certain indignant and influential citizens ! 


_ who wanted to protect their ears and their 


property. Beginning in February 1972 
snowmobile noise was legally restricted to 
82 decibels, or about the noise made by a 
lawn mower. This law forced the companies 
to spend money on research to muffle the 


noise pollution. 


But Bombardier and Artic-are so well 
integrated into the capitalist system that 
they are likely to avoid the fate of many of 
their competitors. They are diversifying 
their production, moving out~ from the 
seasonal production of snowmobiles into 
other fields, like light motors (Bombardier) 
and lawnmowers and pleasure boats 
(Artic). Also, for the last few years, they. 
have established closer and closer links 
with banks, assuring their continued 
existence through finance capital, the. 
salvation of many a big-league entrepre- 
neur.- Bombardier's president: and general 
manager, Laurent Beaudoin, now sits on 
the board of directors: of the Banque 
Canadienne Nationale, which backed 
Bombardier's takeover of Moto-Ski. 


Other companies have not succeeded in 
riding out the crisis, Skiroule has nearly 
vanished, leaving only two employees still 
working. Four companies today control 90 
per cent of the production of snowmobiles. 
In 1970, that 90 per cent was in the hands of 
10 companies, 

It .is evident that the snowmobile 
industry, which has recapitulated all the 
phases of chaotic capitalist development in 
less than 15 years, will soon have attained a 
situation similar to that of the automobile 
industry, where a handful of big producers ~ 


- share the production and the market,

Despite the official position of 
university authorities, the latest 
offer of research proposals by the 


United States Air Force (U.S.A.F) - 


to McGill is not an example of the 
“neutrality” of scientific enquiry. 

The argument that the U.S.A.F, 
is only interested in non-secret 
research to be published for the 
benefit of society, does not stand 
up. Any innovative results from 
research are kept secret by the 
U.S.A.F. so that the “enemy” will 
be at a disadvantage in a war. Did 
the US military publish their 
findings on the atomic bomb in 
1945? 


The foreward to the Technical : 


Objective Documents, which de- 
scribe in detail the various fields of 


research funded by the USAF, 


clearly demonstrates <hz close 
association between this research 
and its use by the American armed 


' forces. The development of re- 


search and technology, it says in 
the foreward, “is essential to our 
national security,” as it helps the 
United States “to maintain a 
distinct military advantage.” 


In addition: À 

“Team-work on the part of the 
Air Force laboratories. and the 
industrial and academic research 
and development community in 
accomplishing selected technical. 
objectives provides the foundation. 
for the future defense of the 
United States.” 


This research is used “for the” 
future operational needs of the Air 
Force.” 


These documents describe re- 
search sponsored by the. U.S.A.F. 
in such fields as control theory, 
detonation systems and opera- 
tional problems requiring biolo- 
gical research, and human engin- 
eering. 


It is also very disturbing that 
the offer for the U.S. military 
research is being handled by 
McGill's Office of Industrial Re- 
search. The USAF is not a corp- 
oration, it prepares for and wages 
wars, Yet this situation helps to 
emphasize the bankruptcy of much 
of modern society as the military, 
industry and universities collab- 
orate to improve technological 
efficiency. 


But greater scientific knowledge 
does not necessarily 
“progress.” The atom bomb was 
extremely “efficient.” 


l'he question now arises, “What 


can we do as individuals to try to 


bring some sanity back into 
society?” The answer is simple. If 
we learn about activities being 
carried out against humanity, we 
must oppose them whenever 
possible: !

The U.S. is still heavily involved 
in Vietnam. A short while ago 
Nixon presented his budget to the 
U.S.°.Congress asking for $1.5 
billion to supply bombs, planes, 
and various other types of military 
machines and know-how to Saigon. 
_U.S. war research in our 
university helps to perfect the 
over-all scientific needs of Ameri- 
can military technology so that, 
eventually, more people can be 
killed for less expense, leading to 

greater “efficiency.” — 

We cannot allow research for 
the U.S, military effort to go on at 
McGill. When it is permitted to

our behalf, as we are all members 
of the university community. By 
stopping U.S. military research at

Students should oppose war research : 


Write letters and sign petitions 
to\Dean Walter Hitschfeld (Grad- 
uate Studies and Research) and 
Principal Bell demanding an end to 
military sponsored research at 
McGill.

I have -always felt that the 
Plumber's Pot misrepresents the 
majority of engineering students.

In its last issue, a front page 
story by Patl Mere Mercier 
lambasted this year’s ASUS, and 
me in particular. 


The author claimed that I was 
an “incompetent” and that ASUS 
had not lived up to its reponsibili- 
ties this year, especially to science 
students. The first two criticisms 
offered by Mercier are that a book 
exchange and a science journal, 
which I had promised in my 
campaign last spring, had not 
materialized. .

When we were told that our grant 
application would have to be 
decreased due to fiscal problems, 
we removed our publications 
extension from the request, and 
thereby temporarily put aside the 
science journal, a social. science 
journal, and an English liter- 
ature magazine. I told Richard 


Schreiber, the Science Vice-Presi-- 


dent, and student representatives 
from the Biology Students’ Union 
that we would still sponsor a 
science journal, from our own 
funds, if there was an interest 
among students and if some people 
indicated that they would be 
willing to run it. There was never 
any feedback. 


In any case, to call a spade a 
spade, our failure to publish a 
science journal was just that, a 
failure. Paul Mercier is absolutely 
right in criticizing me for not 
having accomplished a campaign 
promise, However, I, have never 
met him and he has never 
approached me in any way with his 
criticisms. If there are students 
who are interested, the money is 
still. there. Writing articles in the 
Plumber's Pot is no way to solve 
the problem. 

Mercier goes on to make other 
accusations which, unlike the case 
of the science journal, are all 
unfounded and demagogic. 


First he claims that ASUS 
“poured all of the publication funds 
into the Free Press.” This is 


simply untrue. More than half of 


graduates' yearbook engaged in 
the same pursuit.

A Zionist replies

Many of the letters that have 
appeared in the Daily dealing with 
the Mid-East situation have been 
unjust in their condemnation. 
They were unjust in terms of the 
inadequacy of a well-documented 
historical perspective. They were 
unjust in terms of equality, in 
failing to show both sides of the 


‘coin. In keeping with fair play I 


would like to present the relevant 
facts underlying the “Palestinian 
Problem" and let these facts speak 
for themselves. ? 

Firstly, the Arabs claim that 
one never loses title to property of 
which one is forcefully deprived. 
Yet, at somé point in history, the 
Jews lost their title to Palestinian 
territory. For the moment, I won't 
consider the historical, cultural 
and sociological catalytic factors 
involved. In 1948, the area that 


our publication funds have gone to 
other uses. Included among the 
expenditures is the purchase of 
books for a soon to be opened ASUS 
Library which will compensate for 
the lack of books on critical social 
theory in the main library, a large 
grant of $1,600 to publish the Birth 
Control Handbook, and $650 to 
Project Anti-War, a McGill group 
which has documented Canadian 
manufacturing and research for 
the U.S. department of defence 
and the Vigtnam War. 


Mercier goes on to claim that’ 
the Free Press was handed over to

than any other campus group. We 
have launched a very successful 
and heavily subsidized film prog-

conspire to arbitrarily fix prices to increase 
profits, and manipulate people's needs 
through advertising: 

If the capitalists, until recently, have 


. been living in a 19th century entrepre- 


neurial paradise, the workers in the 
snowmobile industry have been living in a 
19th century industrial hell. 

The snowmobile entrepreneurs, headed 


- by Bombardier, are notorious for their: 


exploitation of workers in their factories. 
In the heyday of the snowmobile boom, 
the industry-employed more than 10,000 
people in Quebec. Now, in the lean years, 
massive layoffs have reduced the number of 
“active workers” to 5,000. Most of these 
so-called “active workers” hold seasonal 
jobs, which fluctuate according to the needs 
of production. In 1971, only 36 per cent of 
the workers in the snowmobile industry 
were assured of a permanent job. Today, 


this proportion has increased a little due to . 
Bombardier's diversification, but most of: 


the workers have to rely on unemployment 
insurance to make ends meet. The layoffs 
are regular, the insecurity permanent. 

If the insecurity is great, the salaries are 
small. The bosses use the crisis in the 
snowmobile industry and the “energy 
crisis” as excuses for maintaining the 
salaries at the lowest possible level. 

Furthermore, most of the enterprises are 
located in small communities, like La 
Guadeloupe (Boa-Ski), Valcourt. (Bombar- 
dier), Ste-Anne-de-la-Pocatiere (Moto-Ski) 
and Wickham (Skiroule), The creation of 
factories in these small towns has been 
presented as’ a blessing for the local 


. population. The. fact that jobs have been 


created is easily used by the companies to 
control the workers. A “holy alliance” is 
established between the managers of the 
company (often the only one in town, or at 
least the-most important) and the local 


“elite” — the mayor, the MNA, the big : 


merchant, the notary, the doctor — to keep 
the workers under control and strangle any 
attempt at organization. 

For example, when the United Steel- 


workers of America tried to organize 
Boa-Ski, the workers were systematically 
refused a place for a union hall and ‘were 
obliged to meet in a place intended for 
sheltering animals. When the CNTU tried 
to organize in Ste-Anne-de-la-Pocatiere, 


-the bosses and the local elite created a 


climate of terror and succeeded in getting 
the reversal of a vote -in favour of the 
CNTU. 

As for Bombardier, it set up a “good 
relations committee” in the factory at 
Valcourt, “Bombardierville”. Members of 
this “good relations committee” did not 
hesitate to physically attack workers to 
create a climate of fear. During a cold spell 
one December, a Quebec Federation of 
Labour (QFL) union militant was stripped, 
chained and paraded naked through the 
streets of the town for an hour. 

These measures of intimidation have not 
succeeded in stopping workers, however. 
The CNTU's. metal-workers' federation 
came back to Moto-Ski (Bombardier) a year 
and a half ago, and the workers at Rockland 
Industries (Bombardier) have just applied

for union accreditation. The Steelworkers 
(QF) came back at Sno-Jet in 1969. 

The unionization of these enterprises has 
brought about a significant improvement in 
working conditions and: wages in a 
backward sector. This unionization is a 
minimum economic protection for workers 
confronted with provocation, terrorism and 
blackmail by the companies. 

Unfortunately, this protection still only 
covers a minority of workers in the 
snowmobile industry. Bombardier, the big 
target, is still not unionized. A progressive 
encirclement of the Bombardier “empire” 
by unionizing weaker enterprises may 
bring results. 

The fact that only 600 to 700 workers in 
the snowmobile industry are unionized 
today is no accident. The situation reflects 
the ferocious resistance of the bosses in a 
context of crisis. But the workers have 
often shown that they can be more 
“ferocious,” more stubborn, and stronger 
than the bosses. They are still in the first 
stage of action — economic self-defence and 
the protection of their basic rights. There 


will be a second stage...
